The leaves of an automobile spring 
are intended to slide upon one another 
when the car is In motion. Many car 
owners allow the springs to get dirty, 
to go without lubrication and to be¬ 
come very rusty. The leaves become so 
dirty that instead of sliding on each 
otiter, they work almost as if they 
were one solid piece of steel. Then, 
when the car strikes a hole or a hump 
in the road the springs are compressed 
and instead of each leaf working as 
n separate unit, the lower leaves of 
a rusty spring are held fast to the 
upper leaves. The reaction from the 
compression of such a spring is many 
times greater than the reaction of 
a clean, well-lubricated spring where 
the leaves are allowed to slip on one 
another as they should. 

The first step toward a remedy is to 
keep mud and dirt and all foreign 
matter away from the springs. This 
can be done effectively by covering 
them witli boots. Some suppl stores 
carry covers to fit a good range of 
sizes of springs, hut if you can’t buy 
them already made, you should he 
aide to make them yourself, sewing 
them together of leather or tt good 
grade of leather substitute, advises 
Motor Life Magazine. The advan¬ 
tage of the latter material is that It 
is much cheaper than leather, and be¬ 
ing waterproof, it will keep dirt and 
moisture away from the springs. It 
isn’t a very big jolt to make suitable 
spring covers, especially if you can 
get some^ of the members of the fam¬ 
ily interested to the point that they 
will sew the coVers together on the 
sewing machine. Since the lubrica¬ 
tion on springs protected in this way 
will remain in place a very long time 
and will not gather grit and dirt, the 
slight expense and trouble which the 
making and fitting of the boots will 
entail will be well worth the effort. 


New Drivers Must Learn Need of Care 
fulness and Watch Themselves 
That Recklessness Does Not 
Creep in Somewhere. 


There are all sorts of car drivers, 
just as there are all sorts and condi¬ 
tions of men. If every owner of a 
new automobile would fake the time 
anil trouble to study Ids car care¬ 
fully there would be fewer causes for 
complaint. 

Practically every car when deliv¬ 
ered to the customer, carries with 
it a hook of instructions In which 
everything necessary for the owner 
to know about the care of his car 
Is down ifi print. There are very 
few persons with whom intimacy 
will not grow if given a chance and 
when the car is new and the* driver 
inexperienced or nervous there is 
usually some fear present which has 
to bo aiet and mastered. 

How to handle a car carefully is 
what should he impressed upon every 
owner's mind. To he able to start 
and stop according to the intent of 
reason and coma and go safely are 
the main points in driving. 

Whether or not the owner acquaints 
himself with the theory of the car’s 
operation is another matter which 
conies under the heading of expense 
in the end and must be dealt with ac¬ 
cording to the owner’s not’ons of econ¬ 
omy. New owners must learn the 
need of carefulness, and as experience 
comes they should watch themselves 
that recklessness does not creep Into 
the driving. Thousands of hearts are 
yearly made sad because somebody 
does not recognize this one point. 

For public safety and your own 
there is at all times a necessity for 
being on the watch. Fast driving 
around corners whefe the view is ob¬ 
structed courts the danger of meet¬ 
ing somebody just around the turn. 

A straight stretch may have all the 
appearances of being perfectly safe 
for a hurst of speed, hut even then 
you never know what may come across 
your path before you could apply the 
brakes and slow down without danger¬ 
ous skidding. There may he a little 
child, ns often there Is. who comes tod¬ 
dling out in front of you, or it may 
be a slow-moving cow or old horse, 
hog or sheep. Whoever has had ex¬ 
perience in meeting 11 v«- stock on the 
road knows too well with what slow¬ 
ness most of It will clear the way. 

The danger Is nlwnys great In fast 
driving on the public road. Pacing 
comes under this head. It ought to be 
put down in the code of road ethics 
of every car driver thnt racing is not 
to be countenanced. If you must race, 
go to a track prepared for that pur¬ 
pose. where, if neck-breaking is to 
come as a result, it will be your own 
without the greater probability of add¬ 
ing others to the list. 

Sudden starts and stops are hard 
on tires and passengers as well as a 
strnin on the whole car. The rule is 
that when you are taking liberties on 
the public road you are also Infring¬ 
ing upon the road rights of other peo- 
jde. and so defying the law. 

Tlie careful automobile operator 
makes ids car last two or three times 
as long as the other fellow. Care¬ 
fulness pays not only in small cost of 
operation hut also elminates to a min¬ 
imum tlie possibility of damage suits 
for accidents which happen Just be¬ 
cause the Golden Rule of the road lias 
not been observed.

Nature Always Gives Warning to Thoss 
"Below Par," and It Should 
Be Recognized. 


Influenza, colds and other scourges 
due to germs pass by those who are at 
“par" and find their victims in thoso 
“below par.” That expression, used 
medically, means thnt your power of 
resistance Is lowered, the red corpus¬ 
cles In your blood decrease and your 
spirits — nn lni]>ortnnt factor — nre 
“down,” says a writer in London An¬ 
swers. 

A physician has pointed out thnt 
most of us enn quite easily tell when 
we are below par. nnd then It Is up to 
us to “tonic” ourselves over the period 
of depression until tlie normal health 
returns. 

A smoker below par either does not 
smoke or his tobacco gives him but a 
sninll proportion of his usual enjoy* 
ment. 

A brain worker below par Is con¬ 
scious that, for some reason or other, 
he hns to overconcentrate himself on 
his work. 

Other people get ragged in temper 
and with no apparent cause. The 
cause, of course, Is because they are 
below par. 

A manual worker finds thnt Ills tools 
“Jib” most unaccountably. Others are 
"off their feed,” and neither the con¬ 
templation of a meal nor the eating of 
It gives them any pleasure. 

Some find thnt noises usually unno¬ 
ticed annoy nnd torture. Others, again, 
go sleepy nnd some get a touch of In¬ 
somnia. Ttiere Is no “below par” 
symptom applicable to everybody, and 
it Is therefore necessary nnd very wise 
to find out—as one enn do by observa¬ 
tion—our own particular danger signal, 
and act accordingly—and in time!

Every person who would drive an 
automobile in California first must 
secure an operator’s license. The mere 
possession of a car, and a license for 
the car, does not permit its owner to 
drive it, unless he has this license. 
Neither can anyone drive any car, un¬ 
less he has this operator’s license. 

Formerly the driver’s license had to 
be renewed every year, but now they 
are good until revoked. A glance at 
the old license will tell whether or not 
it should be renewed. 

Every person who motors should 
have one of these licenses, for he is 
liable to arrest unless it is in his pos¬ 
session when he is operating a car. 

It is for the protection of the driver 
to have one. It will prove his iden¬ 
tity when the signature is compared 
with that on the license in his car, 
and the description will furthe. estab¬ 
lish his identity. In case of an acci¬ 
dent, the identity of the other person 
always can be established through the 
operator’s license. If someone should 
steal a car or violate the law, his iden¬ 
tity would be established, and the vio¬ 
lation could not be fixed upon the 
owner of the car. 

These licenses are issued upon ap¬ 
plication, and do not accompany the 
car license without application. But 
the application is all that is necessary.;

Equipment Turned Over Promises to 
Be Great Aid in Carrying Out 
Road Building Plan. 


To date the war department has 
fumed over to the United States de¬ 
partment of agriculture approximately 
2t,(MX) motor vehicles, as provided in 
congressional legislation empowering 
the latter department to distribute tills 
war material among the state high¬ 
way commissioners for use in road 
building, allotments of the vehicles 
to he based on the amount of federal 
aid for roads which the states receive. 
This is practically all the vehicles 
which the war department lias to re 
lease. Of tKs total 12,000 have been 
delivered to Hie states. The remain¬ 
der will he distributed as fast ns rail¬ 
way cars can he secured for their 
transportation. Representatives of 
Hie bureau of public roads, in charge 
of the matter, believe that within two 
or three months ail of die vehicles 
will have been delivered to the states. 
This equipment promises to be a great 
aid in carrying the large road build¬ 
ing program for 1920. 

The state highway commissioners 
are also interested In securing allot¬ 
ments of tractors, steam shovels, lo¬ 
comotive cranes, automotive cranes, 
industrial railway track, dump cars 
arid industrial locomotives which re¬ 
main to be disposed of by the war 
department. A measure known as 
the Kahn bill, directing Hie secretary 
of war to release tills material for tlie 
state highway commissioners, lias 
passed the senate and lias been re¬ 
ported out of committee In t lie house.

infiii monks, established here a Bene¬ 
dictine monastery—one of those 
early centers, not alone of religion, 
but of learning, also. 

In I'll, after the dissolution "f tlie 
monasteries by Henry VIII, the abbey 
church became the’Cathedral of Clu s¬ 
ter. and remains of Norman con--trac¬ 
tion, dating back to 1093, are Incor¬ 
porated in the cathedral, but most of 
it dates from the twelfth to the six 
teenili century. Since 1SI9 restora¬ 
tions have been made at Intervals, as 
is the i-iistuni iu practically ail Euro¬ 
pean cathedrals. 

“The Chester Imp.” 

In monastic times the abbey was 

r 

rieh and of much importance. The 
“Chester mysteries." or miracle plays, 
were performed each year before its 
gates, when a fair was held on tlie 
feast uf St. Werbergh, the patron 
saint of Chester. A curious custom 
prevailing among builders in the mid¬ 
dle ages was that of carving grotesque 
flguri < not only on tlie exteriors of 
qhurclies, like gargoyles, tint often on 
their interiors. Perched coyly in a 
corner high up tin the cathedral, is 
such a joke, known as “The Chester 
Imp.” 

A reminder of more recent days is 
found in two flags draped on tlie wall 
of the south aisle of tlie cathedral 
which were carried by the British at 
tlie battle of Bunker Hill; not far from 
these are displayed the colors of tlie 
Chester Guards, borne at Quebec. 

A wonderful work of restoration to 
la* seen In Chester is that in tlie 
Church of St. John. This wn- a ca¬ 
thedral church and dates from the ’ate 
eleventh century, it was occupied by 
m Norman bishop in K173, but in a few 
years he removed the seat of his 
bishopric to Coventry. The church . - 
restored today—a gem of Norman 
tiiiliitecture-*-includes only secth-ns 
of the nave and transepts that be¬ 
longed to the original structure. Stand¬ 
ing apart from it are the picturesque 
ruins of the ancient elioir.
